The result of the late elections to the Northwest Legislature was that 
nearly every one of the twenty-two members chosen is pledged to sustain the 
present law until such time as the people may be given an opportunity 
to vote on the question. One of the first acts of His Honor Lieutenant- 
Governor Royal was to introduce the princtple of license by granting 
permits to sell four per cent. beer. This was directly contrary to the ex- 
pressed wish of the people, and prompt and aggressive organization is 
imperatively necessary to resent this and protest against any other con- 
cessions.

A Box FoR PLAYTHINGS.—1i Wouiu sug- 
gest to mothers of little children to have 
a box large enough to hold all the chil- 
dren’s playthings, and small enough to

Srurrep Green Perrens. — Stuffed 
een peppers are prepared in this way :

Make a stui- 
fing of two quarts of finely-chopped cab- 
bage, half a cupful of grated horse-radish, 
three tablespoontuls of celery seed and 
two tablespoonfuls of salt. Fill the pep- 
pers with the mixture, putting into each 
pepper one tiny cucumber and one small 
onion. Keplace the stem and fasten it 
with string. Put the peppers in a large 
unglazed jar, cover them with cold vine- 
and place a muslin bay witha thin 
sayer of mustard seed over the top. 
Cover tho jar in a codl, dry place. 
Oatmeat Dainxs. — Put into a large 
pan a quarter of a pound of fine fresh 
eatmedl, six ounces of white sugar and 
half alemon cut into small pieces; mix 
with a little warm water ; then pour over 
it one gallon of boiling water, stirring all 
together thoroughly, and use when cold. 
This makes a most refreshing and 
strengthening drink. - If preferred, rasp- 
berry vinegar, citric acid or any other 
flavoring may be used instead of the 
lemon. More oatmeal may also be used 
if preferred. — Second: Six ounces of 
fine oatmeal, four ounces of cocoa and 
eight ounces of sugdr mixed gradually 
and smovthly into a gallon of boiling 
water. Use when cold.
